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Aithough only .incorporated ‘in August last, 
the Association of Chambers-of Commerce of 
the Jrish Free State now represents 1,200 
different. firms and individuals, said Mr. John 
Good, T.D., D.L., in moving the adoption of 
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thesreport, at the first. annual meeting, which 
was held yesterday in the Commercial] Build- 
nes. Dame street, Dublin. 

Although they only represented five 
Chambers at the moment, three Chambers had 
the matter of joining the Association under 
consideration, and others—-Dundalk, Sligo and 
New Ross—had not seen -their way so far to 
Joit Up. = 

The Association was entirely a non-political 
body, and when occasionally they discussed 
questions which were looked upon as political, 
ihev discussed them as commerciai questions. 

Previous to the Treaty the Chambers of 
Commerce in Ireland were linked up with the 
Association of Chambers of Commerce in Great 
britain, and the Association locked after com- 
mercial iterests when, bills and other matters 
were envayving. the attention of the Govern- 
ment. Now tbe Free State Chambers had to 
iook after their own Interests. 

He was glad to note that the conditions re- 
garding trade were becoming more settled in 
the Free State, but they still bad to establish 
that confidence necessary in order to bring 
about a revival in trade. Trade all over the 
ree State at. the moment was in a@ more or 
lexs depressed cundition, and unemployment 

is a very considerable difficulty. Their first 

biect, therefore, should be to try and stimu- 
ate ndustry. 
the high taxes and rates in the bree State, 
owever, Were a protection tc their competi- 
iors in industry. These high rates and taxes 
must be reduced, and the-cost-of living must 
le veduced, if they were to have prosperity. 

Mr. ‘Good complained of the absence of 
attention given to education by the Govern- 
ment. ‘They had had bills, dealing. with all 
subjects at the Dail, but they had not»had 
one bill dealing with education. Commercial 
men looked upon the training and education 
of their workers as a very important matter, 
if they were to hold then own in the com- 
petitive markets. With the low standard of 
primary education, and, to some extent, the 
nefticient system of technical education, they 
could not hope to find amongst the workers 
the aden’ which existed amongst the 
workers of their competitors. 

Mr. George Ryan, Limerick, seconded the 
resolution, which was adopted. 


RAILWAY RATES. 
M tyan proposed— 
Phat the Association of Chambers of Commerce 
the Irish Free State urges strongly that a 
reduction of railway rates is absolutely cssential 
the development. of trade and the lessening of 
employment, aud, therefore, claims that sub 
antial reductions shouk! be effected without delay. 
in view of the considerable fall in- the cost of 
ivxay materials and other working expenses, there 
in the opinion of this Association, no justification 
the continuance of the rates at the highest 
point reached (120/150 per cent. above pre-war 
rates), especially as the G.N.R.:(1.) Co., which is 
orhing under the same conditions as the other 
[ree State railways. was able to reduce its rates 
io 75 per cent. above pre-war rates, as from 1st 
Jannary, 1924, 

He said that the detrimental effects of the 
high railway rates on industry and trade was 
recognised by all, and if the trade of the 
country was to prosper and develop a. sub- 
stantial reductiop, which was long overdue, 
should be effected without delay. The 
personel of the Railway Rates Tribunal 
should be watched very carefully. 

Mr. James Shanks,’ in seconding, said that 
at the present time a deadlock existed. The 
railway, companies declared that, while wages 
and other‘ conditions remained as they were, 
it was not possible to reduce railway rates; 
and, on the other hand, traders and manu- 
facturers said that trade could not live if 
the present rates continued. 

He referred to a letter from Mr. Keogh, 
General Manager of. the Midland Great 
Western Railway Company, EN") any per- 
son who had a wrievance to meet the railway 
managers and Tincuss it with them. 
supposing concessiong were made, the 
fortunate users paid for them. He did not 
expect much benefit from the Railway Rates 
Tribunal, as the commercial interests were 
not represented on it. 

Senator O'Dea said that the Railway Rates 
Tribunal should contain five or six members. 

Sir John Irwin supported the resolution, 
and said that it was impossible for firms in 
the Free State to compete with cross-Channe] 


firms, because the English railway rates were 


only about 50 per cent. more than pre-war 
rates. The Railways Bill would probably 
pass, but they should try to get a commercial 
representative on the Railway Tribunal. 

Mr. Stephenson (Limerick) said that the 
Irish farmers could not compete with other 
countries, where the railway rates were so 
much lower. 

The resolution was adopted. 

On the motion of Mr. D. P. Buckley (Cork), 
seconded by Mr. H. A. Pelly (Cork), a resolu- 
tion was adopted, protesting against postal 
charges being continued at their present high 
rates. 

Mr. De Roiste (Cork) said that he was 
sure the Postmaster-General would be only too 
willing to work for a reduction in postal rates, 
but if he did so he would be criticised if 
there was & loss on the working of the Post 
Office. 


TRADE DISPUTES.

MR. M°GILLIGAN ON THE FUTURE 
OF TRADE. 


At the lunchéon at the Metropole Restau- 
rant, after the Conference, Mr. McGilligan, 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, was a 
guest. 

Mr. John Good suggested a closer  inter- 
change of ideas between the Chambers of 
Commerce and the Department of Industry 
and Commerce. 

Mr. McGilligan, in reply, said thaí what 
was. actually wanted in the commercial life 
of the Free State was courage-—the cure was 
to be found in faith. If they could, inspire the 
people with courage and confidence, then they 
might get enterprises started and industries 
going. They were suffering from the reper. 
cussion of the tremendous upheaval of 1014, 
but there was-no need to despair. 

Referring to the suggestion of the Chair- 
man, Mr. McGilligan described the operations 
of the National Industrial Council in Ger- 
many, which acted as a lend of industrial 
liaison, and gave first-hand advice and assist- 
ance to the Ministry. 

He considered the suggestion made by Mr. 
Good a suitable and useful one. It was 
almost in practice at the mo- 
ment, for he himself had often 
consulted individuals, although not the re- 
presentative body, though that would be the 
proper body to consult. 

Nobody in the Government would contend 
they had a monopoly of the wisdom and. ex- 
perience necessary to build up a true economic 
policy for this country. 

He saw that.one of the resolutions on, the 
agenda of the Conference of the Association 
complained that legislation was rather hasty 
at the moment, He maintained, that it was 
necessarily so. : 

There was certain legislation required for 
the protection of industrial property in the 
country, It, had been dropped only on the 
urderstanding that it would. be. brought for- 
ward at the earliest stage of the next session. 
There would be just cause of complaint if 
measures did not get proper attention, «but 
the Government was working, at . great 
pressure, and, if any ‘mistakes were made, 
they could easily: be rectified. He would

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AN ATTACHMENT ORDER.

Mr. Kelly said that since the notice of 
motion had been served on the defendant she 
wrote to the plaintiff's solictors stating that 
she was an old woman and bedridden, and 
enclosing a doctor’s certificate to that effect. 
They had sent the letter and certificate to 
their agent for his remarks and had not got 
them back. It was obvious that the defend- 
ant. had been in the same condition from the 
time the order for sale was made. ‘She had 
not assisted the Court, but had thwarted the 
sale and had flouted both the receiver and the 
Court. |

Bernard 
McNamee, popularly known as “ Barney Arm- 
strong, ' who was the owner of. theatres‘ in 
Dublin, Belfast and Derry. - An order for the 
administration of the estate was made on the 
18th May, 1922, and directing the issue of 
accounts and inquiries, and there was a 
further order made :subsequently, which 
directed an account to be taken of the trading 
carried on in. the Empire Theatre, Derry, 
since the.testator’s death. At: first when the 
matter came before the Court all parties 
thought that the estate would be solvent. The 
return made originally showed that there 
would be a surplus of £1,606 2s. 2d. Counsel! 
was sorry to say that as a result of various 
events that had happened the estate would 
now be insolvent, and would have to be ad- 
ministered as such. The Chief Clerk found 
that the debts of the testator due at the date 
of ‘his death. and still due. amounted to 
£10,404 3s. 10d. He found that the defend- 
ants, who were. the: executors. ; received 
personal estate amounting to £5,269 16s. 5d.. 
while their disbursements amounted to £5,845 
4s. 2d., leavine a balance due to them of 
£5735 7s. 9d.. They suggested that no order 
should be made with. regard to that balance 
at present, because there would have to be a 
continuation account. The Chief Clerk's 
certificate found that the funeral expenses had 
been paid by the executors, with the excep- 
tion of a sum of-£10 6s. due to the Emnire 
Theatre (Dublin), Ltd: There was found to 
be due. however, to the deceased’s estate by 
this company the sum of £137 10s. He sug- 
gested that the company be directed to deduct 
the sum of £10 6s. from the amount due by 
them and lodge the balance of £127. 4s. ‘in 
court. One of the items involved. eonsidera- 
fion oí the «position of. the Munster and 
Leinster Bank. It appeared that on the 9th 
December, 1920, the. testator deposited with 
the bank the title ‘deeds. of the Empire 
Theatre. Derry, by way of equitable deposit 
as security for any liabilities to the bank due 
by the testator. and also as security for his 
contingent liabilitv to the bank -on feot of a 
guarantee for £5.000 given. by him:an account 
of the Empire Theatre (Dublin), Ltd. The 
bank also held ten debentures of. £500 each 
belonging to the deceased. The bank also 
held as security from the deceased £1.000 
5 per cent, War Stock.’ This was sold ‘in 
May. 1922, and realised £991 3s:; which. was 
mnt to the credit of the deceased's account. 
The Chief Clerk allowéd certain claims made 
on behalf of the bank. ~ Amongst the “hank’s 
claims was one for £4,528 2s.

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ACTION AGAINST A BANK.

Mr. Morgan Byrne: (instructéd by Messrs.

ments. Counsel moved on the affidavit of Mr: 
Patrick J. Stokes, bank manager, who stated 
that the action was brought by the plaintiffs 
for a declaration that the defendants. ás 
bankers for them, were not entitled to debit 
the plaintiffs’ account with a greeter . sum 
than £8 10s. in respect of a cheque dated 
22nd January, 1924, drawn by the plaintiffs 
on the defendants’ bank, and that the’ sum‘ of 
£72 excess payment made by the defendants 
on the cheque fraudulently altered from 
£8 10s. to £80 10s. had heen wrongfully 
debited by the defendants against the plain- 
tiffs’ account. The plaintiffs had in their 
possession the cheque referred to, and: also 
another cheque dated 4th January.
